6—Sick and death benefit plan 
discussed at great length and with- 
out much enthusiasm, but referred 
to the incoming officers for inves- 
tigation and report at our next con- 
vention. 

7—To discourage the establishing 
of any privately owned trade school 
that might interfere with our trade 
schools. 

8—The banning of the communist 
|party from the ballot which re- 
ceived unanimous approval, and 
was also approved at the state fed- 
eration convention. 

Among the reports submitted by 
the vice presidents, the one sub- 
mitted from this district was, in 
my opinion, the most outstanding.

One thousand electrical workers 
resumed work after a strike of 
nearly two months in three cable 
and conduit plants at New York 
city. The strikers, members of Lo- 
cal No. 3, international brother- 
hood of electrical workers, voted to 
submit to the arbitration of Mayor 
F. H. La Guardia certain wages- 
and-hours issues after having ob- 
tained concessions which included 
retention of the closed shop and 
seniority rights, the reemployment 
of all strikers and a guaranty that 
no plant should be moved beyond 
the New York city five-cent fare 
zone during the one-year period of 
the agreement. 
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$7,392,000 USHA Housing 
Loans Approved by FDR 


President Roosevelt approved 
$7,392,000 in United States housing 
authority loans to local housing au- 
thorities in Pittsburgh, Pa., Quincy, 
Ill., Peoria, Ill., Galveston, Texas, 
Twin Falls, Idaho. and Brownsville, 
Texas. The new list brings to a 


total of 193 the number of such 
agencies with approved USHA 
loans for construction of public 


housing projects. To date, 275 
USHA projects totaling 99,043 
dwellings in the low-rent and 


slum-clearance program have either 
gone into construction or have 
been completed.

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UNION LABEL 
LEAGUE NOTES 


By C. ROY HEINRICHS 


Collective bargaining and collec- 
tive buying are the only means yet 
found to secure better wages, 
shorten hours of labor, and better 
conditions for the workers. Organ- 
ization for the purpose of present- 
ing a united front for collective 
bargaining is generally recognized 
as essential by workers’ every- 
where. But to bargain collectively 
for better wages and working con- 
ditions is but a part of the power 
inherent in labor organization. In 
fact, the very success of collective 
bargaining is to a great extent de- 
pendent upon the application of 
this other potential power of the 
organized workers. And this other 
power, never really put to effective | 
use, is collective buying. 

Recognition of this latter factor 
was responsible for the creation of 
the various trade labels and serv- 
ice buttons, which identify the 
goods and services produced at de- 
cent wages and fair conditions of 
labor. Since the beginning of the 
organized labor movement it has 
been recognized that every union 
man and woman had the right to 
expect every other unionist to pur- 
chase exclusively those things pro- 
duced under fair conditions. It is} 
not merely the duty of every union- 
ist to do so but it is his privilege, 
for, naturally, the increased pur- 
chased of union-made commodities 
means a better standard of living 
for all unionists. 

If this pressure of union label 
buying were exerted to its fullest 
extent, * organizing of non-union 
firms would become much easier, 
and the collective bargaining power 
of the workers would become much 
stronger. If every member of or- 
ganized labor and his family would 
use this collective buying power in| 
| securing only union-made goods 
bearing the union label, non-union 
firms and merchandising houses 
would quickly “sit up and take no- 
tice’ and many of the problems of 
union labor would disappear, 

The benefits of buying under the 
union label are three-fold: patriotic, 
selfish, and humanitarian. Next 
week in this space we shall discuss 
these three aspects of collective 
buying. 

In order to more fully educate 
union workers and the public gen- 
erally on the advantages and neces- 


sity of union label buying, your 
union labél league has_ been 
formed. Its educational exposition 


at 2343 Broadway is designed to 
{present a graphic picture of the 
superiority of union-made products 
and the advantages of buying ex- 
clusively those things bearing the 
union label. Present prospects point 
to the opening of the exposition in 
early November. Nearly all of the 
display booths have been contract- 
ed for by progressive concerns and 
the exhibits are in process of prep- 
aration. 

The regular meeting of the label 
league was held last night in the 
new quarters on Broadway, which 
gave many of the delegates their 
first opportunity to see the new 
headquarters and to view the prog- 
ress that is being made in their im- 
portant undertaking.

among employes of the Chicago 
Herald-American on September 20 
will “have a far-reaching effect.” 

“We interpret this development,” 

he said, “as evidence of a sincere 
desire on the part of editorial 
workers and commercial employes 
to free themselves from the influ- 
ence of subversive forces and to 
have a real American organization 
of their own, to promote the eco- 
nomic and professional interests of 
working newspapermen and to pro- 
tect and improve the standards of 
| American journalism.” 
Besides three Chicago locals, the 
| American Federation of Labor has 
organized strong local unions 
|among newspapermen in New York 
city, Boston, Los Angeles and four- 
teen other cities. 

The New York local, chartered 
only a few weeks ago as the Amer- 
‘icon Newspaper Writers’ associa- 
|tion, already has organized a ma- 
jority of the newspapermen on the 
New York Times and has asked 
|the national labor relations board 
| to hold a collective bargaining elec- 
|tion of editorial employes of that 
| newspaper.

Defense and Politics 

It is disgustingly apparent that 
the Willkie supporters are grasp- 
ing for straws. 

Unimportant happenings are be- 
ing twisted so as to incite the pub- 
lic’s imagination; dirty propaganda, 
misleading propaganda, anything 
to attempt to swing the great bulk 
of the American people away from 
the Roosevelt banner.

The latest bit of “misleading 
news” concerns a ruling of the na- 
tional labor relations board which 
is given (?) the power to rule 
against the right of companies ac- 
cused of labor law violations to ac- 
cept government contracts. This 
has been played up to appear that 
important defense orders are inca- 
pable of being filled because there 
are no companies to fill the orders. 
Such is not the case. 

The true story is: The govern- 
ment accepts bids on defense or- 
ders from various competing com- 
panies. Until this ruling by the la- 
bor board, the company indulging 
in labor law violations, could, by 
reason of possibly paying lower 
wages or working longer hours 
(due to the company discouraging 
by unlawful means unionization of 
its employes), underbid the other 
companies tnat paid decent wages 
and worked their men _ decent 
hours. Thus the outlaw company 
would receive the bid. The law 
stated that any such company con- 
victed of labor law violations could 
not accept these orders. But, in 
numerous cases, these companies 
had labor board charges pending 
against them, which had not run 
the full series of courts, and be- 
cause they were not convicted could 
aecept the contracts. Then, by hir- 
ing smart lawyers they could evade 
any definite court decision for two 
or three years, thus having plenty 
of time to dispose of the order and 
draw down their profits. 

The new ruling prevents this 
chiseling, consequently protecting
